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Text: Jas. 4:7 

As I sit here in my home in the little 
town of Lignite, North Dakota, I some- 
times think of the import of the words 
of the Lord Jesus Christ when He said, 
“Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel.” These words were spoken to the 
apostles, but were meant for all men who 
claim the call of God to preach. 


In the State of North Dakota there are 
hundreds of towns that have never heard 
the full gospel of the Church of God, 
and the small group of preachers that 
are up here in the State, are doing every- 
thing in their power to get the gospel 
to these towns, yet they seem to make 
almost no headway into the vast territory 
that is without the gospel. Many times 
they are held back on account of finance, 
and other times something else hinders. 
But when it is the financial part that 
hinders, it seems to me that someone is 
not doing his or her part, since there are 
hundreds of people that belong to the 
Church of God, and others who claim to 
be Christians, with lots of money laid up, 
yet they are content to see men and wom- 
en go out to preach in these places where 
the gospel is needed and they do nothing 
to help them. At other times, perhaps the 
pastor of their own church is not getting 
enough to hardly get along, and yet with 
this knowledge they do nothing to help. 


It seems to me that is wrong, if the 
Word of God means anything to a man. 
Notice the Word of God on the subject. 
If a brother or sister be naked, etc. Jas. 
2:15, 16. It would be well to notice the 
sixteenth verse in particular. Oh! but you 
say, I pay my tithes, and pray for them. 
The answer to this will perhaps be more 
readily understood if I illustrate it with 
an incident that happened one time. A 
deacon of the church was asked to come 
and pray for a family that did not have 
anything to eat. The deacon said, “I have 
not time to go and pray now, but you 
can go down into my cellar and get a 
ham, some potatoes, and canned food and 
take it to them.” Now perhaps you can 
understand what I am trying to say, more 
clearly. PRAYER IS THE GREATEST 
THING IN THE WORLD, BUT 
WHEN IT IS USED AS A SUBSTI- 
TUTE FOR ACTION IT IS NEVER 
ANSWERED. The deacon had the means 
to help the poor family in his basement, 
and it was up to him to produce the 
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action. Anyone who has the means to act, 
when something is needed in the work 
of the Lord (such as building a church, 
supporting a pastor, helping evangelists, 
feeding the poor, and any other thing 
that may be needed), will have to give 
an account of himself to God. 2 Cor.

the means ought to put legs to their 
prayers. 

Another thing: When the rich young 
ruler came to the Lord, he was required

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Lord. But in the light of the experience 
of the rich young man, it seems that all 
a Christian owns ought to be the Lord’s 
if He needs it. And He surely needs some 
of this money that is piled up in banks 
and bonds by Christians. Notice, the rich 
young man of the Bible (Matt. 19:16-22) 
was not only to pay tithes but to give all 


that he had. 


Many people think that it is all right 
for the minister to give all that he owns 
for the cause of God, and if the preacher 
happens to have a good car or a few 
clothes, you will hear the comment “He 
could have put that money to a better 
cause,” or “A cheaper one would have 
done him just as well.” But stop and 
think, you who make these remarks, have 
you some money stored away somewhere 
that you could put to a better cause? 
What good is it doing laid up in bonds 
or banks for the cause of God? But, you 
say, that is for my old age. But I will 
refer you to the scripture, and ask you 
what you think of this: “Take no thought 
for your life.” Matt. 6:25. 


This storing away of money, with the 
cause of the Lord needing it so badly,

against the right kind of a spirit of contest. On the other hand, 
Paul seems not only to admit but rather to rejoice in the fact 
that his whole Christian life is a life of contest and that that 
spirit which was with him in his school days for the race, or 
the fight, has not left him but that he has harnessed it for God 
and is now running and fighting for Him. Listen to those won- 
derful words of Heb. 12:1, 2, “Let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, looking unto Jesus the author and 
finsher of our faith.” Then again in 1 Cor. 9:26, “I therefore 
so run, not as uncertainly; so fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air.” Here Paul declares that he is in a greater fight and 
in a greater race than he ever was in his college days, because 
it is a divine fight and a divine race. The race or the fight is 
not a race or fight of uncertainty or without reward, for he 
acknowledges in 1 Cor, 14:12, “Even so ye, forasmuch as ye 
are zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that ye may excel to the edi- 
fying of the church.” So to strive to excel in spiritual things 
is not the wrong spirit if we, according to Paul’s admonition 
to the Corinthians in 1 Cor. 9:25 and to Timothy in 2 Tim. 
2:5, strive lawfully: Some of these contests, to be sure, are 
against the world and worldliness striving to excel in the spirit- 
ual fight, and yet they are also applied to those who all run for 
God and His Church. Thus we are all in a race with each other 
because the enemy is not running for a prize of right. We at- 
tended a convention last year where, in the reports, a pastor 
who had put his program over far above that of other pastors, 
made this remark, ‘““We have been going at this rather wrong, 
pastors, and that is the reason we did not get it over before. 
I found that we could not put our program over by pulling 
together, so we decided to work against one another, and when 
we did that over we went.” Many times since that convention 
I have thought of those words and wondered 
if, after all, it was right to teach people that 
they should work against each other; then 
came the answer, ‘“‘This is another of the 
Christian paradoxes, for in working against 
each other we may pull together,” and that 
is exactly the way that little church did. 
Though they divided up into little bands and 
had on a contest to raise mission money, work- 
ing against each other to put their mission of - 
fering to the highest that it had ever been, 
finally they brought all of the money together 
and became as a unit as they went to the con- 
vention, thus working against each other they 
pulled together for the finest mission offer- 
ing of the convention. Let us therefore re- 
member that anything which in every detail 
will further the cause of Christ is always 
permissible in carrying on this wonderful 


cause.

Greetings in love to all the Church of 
God family, from the greatest to the 
least, and to all who love the Lord.

Eighty years ago I saw the light of 
this world in this beautiful little town 
of Bartow, Georgia. My earliest child- 
hood was spent in a spiritual home where 
father and mother would read the dear 
old Bible and pray around the fireside. 
It was there I received great impressions 
of spirituality and the desire to become 
a Christian. 


At the early age of twelve years Je- 
sus spoke to my heart, called me to be 
His child, and, without any encourage- 
ment from any one, I joined the Metho- 
dist Church. When I was sixteen years 
of age, at a Methodist camp meeting, I 
was gloriously saved. “Oh happy day 
when Jesus washed my sins away!” His 
presence was so great and I was so lost 
in God, I saw a vision of my blessed 
Lord hanging on the cruel cross, dying 
for me. The multitudes were round 
Him, scoffing at the wonderful sacrifice 
for the redemption of all mankind. The 
shouts of glory filled my soul till at 
last I realized I was back in a natural 
life. From that time I have never had a 
thought or desire to turn back from this 
glorious way. 


Young people, don’t let the enemy de- 
ceive you to think that because you are 
young you cannot live godly in Christ 
Jesus.

All this time I had never heard sanc- 
tification preached, not until I was mar- 
ried, when I heard a holiness preacher 
preach under a tent, for he was not al- 
lowed in any church.

At the fourth 
service I attended God answered the 
cry of my poor lean soul and as a “shak- 
ing” of the entire being came, I felt the 
touch of Him and received the Holy 
Ghost and fire. Oh, the glory can never 
be told. While lost in this ecstasy of 
Spirit | had a vision of His “second 
coming.” Oh the blood-washed - saints, 
the light of glory everywhere, and | 
was shouting till I was hoarse.

Right home I went and was called to

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Question: Please explain Matt. 27:5 as 
compared with Acts 1:18.—L. F. R. 

Answer: The scripture in Matthew 
reads, “And he cast down the pieces of 
silver in the temple, and departed, and 
went and hanged himself.” The passage 
in Acts reads, ‘Now this man purchased 
a field with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burst asunder in the 
midst, and all his bowels gushed out.” To 
the south of Jerusalem there is a hill 
known as the Hill of Evil Counsel and 
on the brow of this hill, with a limb 
hanging out over quite a precipice, is a 
tree known as the Judas tree. This tree 
is pointed out as the one on which Judas 
was hanged. If this is the place, or if it 
was a similar one, it would have been 
very easy for Judas to hang himself and 
for the rope to have broken and the sud- 
den jerk of the rope to have caused his 
position to change and for him to have 
fallen headlong. It does not necessarily 
mean that because he hanged himself he 
had to fall feet first. In Matthew, the 
Syriac Translation says Judas strangled 
himself, while the passage in Acts says he 
fell upon his face on the ground and 
burst in the middle and his entrails were 
poured out.

Question: In 2 Kings 2:11 we read, 
There appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both asun- 
der; and Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven.” Then again, in St. John 
3:13 we read,‘‘And no man hath ascended 
up to heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, even the Son of man which 
is in heaven.” Is there any contradiction 
in these two scriptures?—Z. L. C. 

Answer: No, the Word of God does 
not contradict itself. Sometimes it seems 
contradictory to us but it is only in our 
understanding. The reference in the Old 
Testament is to a carrying-away in a 
chariot. A chariot was sent by God for 
the purpose, and Elijah was taken up. The 
New Testament scripture in John 3:13 
speaks of the ascension of Jesus. The 
word “ascended” here is taken from the 
Greek word which means “to spring up, 
to arise, or to come.” Jesus was not tak- 
en up but ascended in His own power as 
the Son of God. Both Enoch and Elijah 
were taken, but Christ ascended. 

Question: Speaking of John the Bap- 
tist, Matt. 3:4 says, “And his meat was 
locust and wild honey.” Was the locust 
that John ate a bean or was it some kind 
of flesh?—M. P. 

Answer: We have been unable to find 
any evidence signifying that the locust 
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eaten by John was a bean or fruit. On the 
contrary there is plenty of evidence that 
the grasshopper-like insect known as a 
locust was and is eaten by many of the 
Orientals. We quote a paragraph from 
Smith’s Dictionary to the reader on this 
subject: 

“Locust have been used as food from 
the earliest times. Herodotus speaks of 
a Libyan nation who dried their locusts 
in the sun and ate them with milk. The 
more common method, however, was to 
pull off the legs and wings and roast 
them in an iron dish. Then they were 
thrown into a bag, and eaten like parched 
corn, each one taking a handful when he 
chose.’—Biblical Treasury. Sometimes the 
insects are ground and pounded, and then 
mixed with flour and water and made 
into cakes, or they are salted and then 
eaten; sometimes smoked; sometimes 
boiled or roasted; again, stewed, or fried 
in butter.”

Dear Haiti’s Busy Bees: 

It has been a long time since my last 
letter to you. Of course there is no need 
of making excuses. I always want to 
write such a long letter—and waiting 
for the time to do that, of course, I never 
do get the time and therefore you have 
not been receiving those nice long let- 
ters I have been planning. But today, you 
shall have a letter, long or short, whether 
I say all I want to or not. 

Praise the Lord the song book is over! 
You have no idea about the work of hav- 
ing a song book printed here in Haiti. I’ve 
been to the printer’s shop by the hour— 
days at a time, sitting under a tin roof 
with the tropical summer sun _ blazing 
down upon us: correcting, recorrecting, 
changing, etc. On top of all this, I would 
arrive in the morning and find him do- 
ing some other little job and losing the 
time on our book. Well, anyhow, it’s 
over now, let the hallelujahs roll—Haiti 
now has a Pentecostal song book and 
5,000 copies of them are going out to the 
four corners of the country. 

NOW FOR THE GREAT NEWS! A 
wonderful—wonderful—W ON DERFUL 
REVIVAL is on here in Port-au-Prince!! 
The many—many—many—many §are 
marching in. Glory! Oh, I just wish you 
prayer warriors could be here just once to 
see the crowd that is pouring into our 
services! And the great problem is room 
—room—and MORE ROOM! Where 
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can we put them all? We had to move 
the church, where we were facing the 
street, to the rear of our property where 
we have a big campground-like tabernacle. 
Now there are 800 that can hear the 
gospel. Yet it is much too small. We 
have to enlarge the place to hold 1,500. 
But the problem here is to keep building

to enlarge it but to still hold the meet- 
ings.

He was surprised at 
the work before, and what would he say 
now if he could see this big crowd push- 
ing and squeezing to get into the church!

The workers are all worn out— 
they don’t have enough sleep, because 
sometimes the altar service will go on un- 
til past 11 p. m. and then they must get 
up again at 3 a. m., and to go on all day 
long—you know that that is an impos- 
sible situation. But we just can’t keep 
them away. We ourselves are all worn out. 
Pray! Pray! for health and strength! Pray 
for consecrated NATIVE WORKERS! 
And please notice: We have in our midst 
a very gifted man of the upper class, 
who has been wonderfully converted and 
called of the Lord to preach. He is seek- 
ing the baptism of the Holy Ghost. The 
ether Protestant denominations tried be- 





fore to discourage him from seeking, but 
praise God he is now earnestly seeking the 
fulness. Please pray that he will receive 
the baptism soon. His name is Roger Dor- 
sinville. Please pray for his wife also— 
who has a real fight to leave society and 
all of its false charms, and chains. 

The Roman Catholic priests are atter 
us. Their newspaper is full of us. But 
hallelujah—it’s free advertisement! The 
Lord’s children come through victorious 
every time, and more and more souls are 
getting ready for the trumpet’s sound.

Last week there were three rows of 
seekers at the altar. How it 
hearts good to see this harvest in the face 
of persecution!

We were three weeks in Santo Do- 
mingo where the Lord is working in a 
marvelous way also.
